The literati of Boston gave banquet at the 
Revere House, Boston, in honor of Pahl Mor- 
phy. The club numbered one hundred and for- 
ty gentlemen. The “ Autocrat”-—Dr. Holmes— 
presided, and of course delivered a speech at 
the chess player.
